After thirty years of farming you 
would think there. was very little 
left*to learn; very few things that 
had not been tried; hardly any 
experience peculiar to farming that 
had not conie our way. But that 
supposition would be entirely 
wrong. There is always something 
new under the sun when it comes 
to farming—in fact you have to 
move fast these days to keep up 
with all the modern methods. 

For years the farmers in this dis- 
trict, including ourselves, have done 
their haying the hard way—cutting, 
raking, coiling—pitthing it on to 
the wagon with a pitch-fork or by 
means of hayloader. »Drawing it 
into the barn, - load after load; 
hitching horses or tractor on to 
ébe hay-fork; damping the hay into 
the mow — and then salting and 
levelling each load. After cach load 
out came the men from the barn 
wiping sweat-begrimed brows. A 
hurried trip to the pump .. . long 
draughts of clear, cold water, which 
somehow, on a hot day, never 
seemed to quench the thirst or cool 
the blood. Out again’ for another 
load... and then the sante thing 
all over again—all day, and every 
day as long as there is hay in the 
field-and the weather holds good. 

But now, if you farm the modern 
way, what happens? You do as we 
did- last week, in common with 
many of our neighbors. You cut 
your hay with a tractor and power 
mower—and you go on cutting un- 
til the whole field is down. After it 
has cured a-bit you rake it into 
winrows with a side-livery rake. 
Your hay is now ready for the 
baler. You watch the skies fearfully 
wondering which will get there 
first—the ra'n or the baling ma- 
chine. Sometimes you hit it lucky, 
sometimes you don’t. Eventually 


_ the machine moves in, goes up and 


down the field with as much ease 
as the man on the flying trapeze, 
picking up hay, packing it together, 
tying it into bundles and dumping 
each bale when completed out on 
to the field. In a few hours your 
hay is ready for the barn and can 
bé packed away in the mow as neat 
as. you please. 

It is a good way to handle hay 
when there is a shortage.of man- 
power and in some cases does away 
with the necessity of hiring an ex- 
tra man for a month—and incident- 
ally paying and feeding him—that 
is, supposing you can get a man 
when sou want him. 

Suzy yet, in haying the modern 
way. there 1s something lacking. 
Hiring a pick-up baler to help take 
care of things takes away much “of 
the color and romance of farming. 
Look back over the years... . Re- 
member the fun of bringing in the 
hay? In those days sometimes 
mother used to help ‘so that often 
the whole family was out in the 
hayfield. Mary was as iproud as 
punch when she was allowed to 
drive the horses on the wagon and 
Johny thought he was quite a man 
when he could really build a level 
load like dad. And then you rode 
home atop the load; you took off 
your hat and let the cool breezes 
fan your hair, The hay was warm 
and sweet-smelling and you buried 
yourself in it as you approached 
the barn, fearful lest the beam over 
the doorway catch the top of your 
head. It was hard work but yet 
there wag something about it that 
more than ‘compensated for all the 
work. 

Don't you think the r.sing gener- 
ation among farm children are go- 
ing to miss a lot of fun if hay-bal- 
ing becomes general — and | 
haven't a doubt but what it will. It 
is only natural that it should be- 
cause having his hay baled is a way 


out for the over-tired and over- 
worked older man, For the younger 
man*it ties in with the modera 
trend of attacking any job that has 
to be done with the greatest pos- 
sible speed, Get. it done and out of 
the way—and.on with the next jobl 

Farming these days is something 
like driving a car, The days, of . 
pleasure driving are over-—in most 
cases the purpose of a car is to get 
you from one place to another. So 
with farming — much. of ‘the ro- 
mance is one. Time was when the 
farmer and his family found con- 
siderable pleasure in their work, 
Now the main idea is to get the 
work done as quickly as possible 
in order to find, pleasure elsewhere. 

Of course I am generalizing. Ac- 
tually there is nothing to stop any- 
one staying home and _ finding 
pleasure on his own farm. Even as 
I have been writing, an unexpected 
pleasure came my way. I suddenly 
spotted a bird’ which I have been 
trying to locate for days—I was at- 
tracted by his shrill bird-call. My 
book tells me this bird is a Yellow- 
bellied sapsucker—about the size 
of a robin; red head and throat, 
three-cornered black patch on 
breast, merging to yellow-buff. 
Wings rusty-black and white. 

It is a wonderful thing to find a 
strange bird and be able to discover 
its identity.

When cooking the chicxen, add 
a stalk of celery and a small onion, 
Siop conkng before it falls olf 
ihe bone.

Fruit thinning should be com- 
pleted as soon as possible. Almost 
every year some varicties of the 
fruit trees set too many iruits.

In? thinning, the injured and de- 
formed fruits are removed and clust- 
ers. are separated.

This pro- 
cess will result in larger fruits. of

We Can't. Afford To 
Make This Mistake 


Farmers in the United States are 
facing complete regimentation of 
their industry. “under a group of 
self-styled experts.” This was the 
blunt warning of the agricultural 
manager of the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce speaking in Dallas this 
week. 

While the warning was directed 
primarily to American farmers and 
referred directly to American pol- 
‘icy,, it is well worth repzating in 
this country. For here, too, there 
has been pressure to have the Fed- 
eral Government pay out large and 
uncontrollable sums in subsidising 
various . branches of agriculture, 
edopt unrealistic floor prices, and to 
take marketing out of the hands of 
the individual farmer and turn it 
over to super boards. 

This has been done to a sub- 
stantial degree in the United States 
with weird results in that country’s 
economy, costly consequences for 
toth consumer and taxpayer,, and 
with millions of farmers taking di- 
rect orders from Washington as to 
what they can or cannot prow. 

In a country where agriculture is 
enly one of scores of major indus- 
tries and where even in years of 


bumper crops a huge domestic mar- 
ket can be expected to absorb all 
production except in» a_ relatively 
few lines, that sore of thing is bad 
enough, 

For Canada, where agriculture is 
or greatest industry and vitally de- 
pendent on an enormous ‘export 
market, to follow the U.S. sorry 
experiment would be a protesque 
blunder.

bably heard before—but it’s such an 
important matter that another re- 
minder needs no apology. For the 
insects that lower the grade of 
your grain, and cause you a loss 
when you come to sell it, do not 
get into the bin along with the new 
grain. In most cases they're in there 
when you put in the new.

Cleaning and spraying grain bins 
is imsurance against such damage. 
Walls should be thoroughly swept: 
down. Floors—especially the corn- 
ers and between the studdings— 
should be swept and scraped. And 
it's a good idea to see to it that 
the sweepitgs are burned, since 
they are liable to contain exgs and 
larvae that might ‘cet back into 
the bins.

Steel bins should be caulked to 
make them more weatrerprout. 
Make wooden bins and ¢ranaries 
as tight as you possibly can.

Walls, ceilings and floors should 
be sprayed with a five per cent 
LDD emulsion applied at the rate 
of one gallon per one thousand 
square fect. Or you can make a 
2% per cent DDD spray by adding 
two pounds of DDD wettable.pow- 
der to five gallons of water. This 
mixture should be applied at the 
rate of two gallons per thousand 


square fect.

A problem that frequently comes 
ep on various farms is how to kill 
stumps and prevent resprouting. 
The following suggestions will be 
~-[ hope—of value. 

* * a 

Ammate (amnionium surfamate) 
has been successfully used in many 
places both to kill tree stumps and 
te stop any resprouting. On fresh- 
ly cut stumps’ it can be applied dry 
at the rate of about one ounce per 
inch of tree diameter. 

* * * 

You can also use this ammate 
as a spray for stump sprouts or 
weeds by dissolving™it in water at 
the rate of one pound per gallon 
of water. It should be applied on 
cool, cloudy, moist days when plants 
are growing rapidly. Spray sprouts 
or weeds until they are thoroughly 
wet, , 

Many sorts of stump sprouts can 


or a mixture of the two. As 2,4-D 
is the cheaper, you might try it 
first. Then if the sprouts do not 
react, try 2, 4, 5-T or a mixture 
of both. A mixture often gives bet- 
ter results than either chemical used 
by. itself,

The fact that damp hay can 
cause a fire is well knows to al- 
most everyone living in a farming 
community. Yet for all that ovec 
half of all farm fires start in the 
haymow, And the critical period for , 
spontaneous combustion fires is 
generally about a month after hay 
is put into the barn.

How can you tell if your hay is 
getting too hot? Usually you can 
emell a strong burning odor in the 
barn. Later a steam-like vapor may 
‘rise from the hay. 

* * * 

Surest system though, is to take 
the temperature of your hay. This 
can be done easily with an ordi- 
nary dairy thermometer. A 10-#or 
12-ftt. piece of pipe, large enough 
to lower the thermometer into, .is 
driven into the hay. The ther- 
mometer then is dropped into the 
pipe on a piece of string.

A pointed plug in one end of the 
pipe will simplify the job of driv- 
ing the probe into the hay. And a 
series of three-cighths-inch holes 
drilled in the pipe just above the 
plug, will give you a more accur- 
ate reading.

Hay 
can be dosed with it through the 
same pipe you used to check tem- 
perature,

Whenever. you're checking sus- 
viciously warm hay, avoid inhal- 
ing the fumes from it, And what- 
ever you do, don’t fall into a spot 
that has been charred out. Walk 
on a plank laid across the hay. 
Or tie boards to your fect so you 
have extra support. 

* * * ; 

Actually, most haymow fires could 
easily be prevented. Crushing stems 
in the field so hay dries evenly is 
one solution. Another is to dry 
hay artificially in the mow.

Or store your hay in small quan- 
tities and provide good ventilatior. 
Mows containing 10 tons or less 
are not likely to heat much.

Thorough curing in the field, of 
course, means loss of | valuable 


leaves. But overheating—aside from 
the danger to buildings and live- 
stock—can wipe out just as much 
nutritive value.

Can you tell when hay is safe 
enough to put it into the barn?

Transporting gold by air, sea and 
land can be a tricky business, A 
nian who has flown more tian £7,- 
000,000 worth of gold bars, six-foot- 
tall Jelke Braaksma employed by a 
Dutch air line, says: “It's quite a 
responsibility, but I never worry. 
She gold bars are not actually 
packed; they are usually left loose, 


because they are easier to handle 
that way.”

means of carrying gold long dis- 


tances, although a large consign- 
ment once vanished mysteriously 
during transit from Baghdad to

- BREAD 
NOT JUST: FLUFF 


Editor’s Note: Horace Reynolds 
is a writér, lecturer, professor, and 
author of many articles that have 
appeared in various leading periodi- 
cals. This paean in praise of darker, 
coarser breadstuffs appeared in 
The Christian Science Monitor; and 
we pass it along to our readers 
without further comment. 


When things were going well 
with folks, John Mahoney. an old 
Trish schoolmaster of mine, used 
to say, “They're eating their white 
bread now.” Then he would explain 
that the saying was an oblique re- 
ference to the fact that the common 
people of Europe had white. bread 
only on special occasions. 


I remember 1 used to icel sorry 
for the poor @noujik eating away at 
his black bread. The other day a 
friend gave me a large loaf of dark 
Russian rye, told me how to toast 
it. Now I don’t feel sorry for the 
Kussians any more. 

Modern industrialism has ruined 
American bread, Pick up a loaf in 
its waxed paper. It's so soft and 
spongy you can contract it with 
your hands, mold it any shape 
you've a mind to, Take off the 
wrapper and eat a slice. The soft, 
fluffy center is like a mouthful of 
powder puff. The more-you eat the 
hungrier you get. This is what Am- 
crica’s staff of life has come. to. 
T's a pretty soft staff. The Rus- 
sians are leaning on something more 
stbstantial. 

It wasn’t always so. In 1900, 95 
per cent of America’s bread was 
baked at home, and that bread was 


good, honest bread, not the aerated 
boudoir bread of today. Now 85 
per cent of America’s bread is baked 
in bakeries. 

The bread of our ancestors was 
good bread, too. The corn bread the 
Indians taught the early Ameri- 
cans to make was tasty, nutritious, 
and filling. Our foremothers 
pounded corn in a mortar or ground 
it in an improvised home mill. Then 
tuey mixed the resultant meal with 
water to make corn bread, corn- 
dodgers, corn pone, hoecake, and 
johnnycake. 

They made this bread in twe 
forms: the raised variety baked in 
a pan, like the corn bread of today: 
the unleavened variety baked in 
bot ashes or on a griddle of in a 
skillet, called ash cake and corn 
pone. Many a plainsman jas mad¢ 
many a dinner on corndodger baked 
in the ashes and salt pork broiled 
on the end of a stick. 

That is the stalwart traditional 
bread of. America, of which this 
puffed-up warety of today 1s a soit 
and decadent descendant. 

In the large cities, where Ameri- 
ea’s foreign-born congregate, one 
can get gic good bread of Europe 
which our immigrants brought over 
with their folklore. * From West- 
pialia the Germans of 1848 brought 
their pleasant pumpernickel. 


The Jews brought us the de- 
licious Jewish rye and the popular 
baigel. The French, the long ball- 
bat loaves; the Italians, their round, 
solid loaves with a respectable deco 
crust. From Vienna came the light, 
well - seasoned Hungarian loaf,

Take a loaf of the dark pump2r- 
nickel, Its rye hasn't been bleached 
or “enriched.” Its rye hasn’t even 
been bolted. 


Cut off a couple of thin slices 
and put them in your toaSter. Press 
down the rod which sends the bread 
to the bottom of the toaster. When 
the pieces of pumpernickel pop up, 
press them down again for a second 
toasting. This is he-man bread: it 
can take it a second, yea, even a 
third toasting. Butter the toasted 
bread; place it in the ovea. As you 
cat it,. you will amend John Ma- 
noney’s proverk to read, “They're 
eating their black bread now.” 

When you next go ont-in the 
vioods for a steak roast, take a 
loaf of French bread, cut it vér- 
tically into slices about six inches 
long, then cut these slices again 
horizontally in half, and butter them. 
Cut the broiled steak into slices 
to fit the bread; put the steak be- 
tween the slices and press the re- 
sultant sandwich firmly. The juice 
of the steak will soak into the 
bread. That's bread and that’s meat, 
and the combination is. good, 

Or if you haven't got a steak, 
just 4 loaf of French bread, take the 
loaf and cut it in half vertically. 
Now you have. two pieces, eaca 
about a foot in length. Cut these 
two pieces into slices about two 
inches or so thick, but be careful 
not to cut the bread all the way 


through. Now you have about a 
dozen small slices, six in each 
half. 


Take a third of & pound of but- 
ter and melt it in a measuring cup 
cr small saucepan. Cut up a- slice 
of garlic and put it into the melted 
tutter. Allow the mixture to sim- 
mer a while. Then pour the butter 
cver the bread lengthwise.. Some 
of the butter will run into the in- 
cisions; some will remain on: ‘the 
top of the bread,

Now put the two halves into a 
hot oven. After they have become 
bot, take them out and eat. There 
is still another proverb which runs 
like this: “Whose bread : eat, his 
song I sing.” After you have eaten 
‘his hot battered French bread, 
don't be surprised if you find yeur- 
self humping. 

Anothe® favorite -read is made 
oi water-ground flour and it is even 
more. solid than most homemade 
bread The water-ground flour is 
important. Water power grinds 
slowly enough to allow the flour 
to retain much of the soil .of the 
grain, In the large mills, too, the 
flour is bleached. It’s a wonder they 
don't powder and rouge it. 

Mass production can’t leave good 
food alone. It must try to improve 
cn nature. It homogenizes it, vita- 
minizes it, victimizes it. It adds 
potatoes, honey, bananas, currants, 
dates~—even sunshine. It ‘slices. it, 
wraps it. Tken it embarks on a 
$1,000,000 advertising campaign, as- 
saulting both eye and ear. 

Industrial America has glorified 
bread. the way Hollywood has glori- 
fied the American girl. Man does 
not live by bread alone, but it is 
the foundation of our<diet, and our 
sliced loaves of cotton baiting are 


a weak foundation for anything. 


What America needs is bread with 
crust to exercisé the teeth and stick 
to the ribs, bread to strengthen the 
heart for the tasks which lie ahead.

But It’s Money-Making Corn 


The year 1932 may be remem- 
bered for several reasons, not least 
forethe debut of a comedian on an 
American radio programire. He 
walked nervously up to the miéro- 
phone and said: “Hallo, folks! This 
is Jack Benny. There will now be 
a ‘slight pause for everyone to say, 
‘Who cares?’” 

As a sesult ot this broadcast, 
letters poured into the stucio prais- 
ing his unusual and nonchalant 
style, whiclr hitherto had rot been 
exploited by any other comedian. 
Yoday, Jack Benny is acknowledged 
to be one of- America’s leading 
radio funsters and every . Sunday 
some thirty million citizens tune in 
to tisten ‘to his show. 

The “Average Man” 

For Benny has perfected a. char- 
acterization, fraught with human 
frailties. He is a typical “Average 
Man,” a lovable boob, mean, cow- 
ardly, middle-aged—but with young 
ideas! All of wich has endeared 
him to the man in the street with 
similar faults and weaknesses writes 
David B, Williams in. ‘Tit-Pits. 

That some members of the. pub- 
lic really believe in this comedian’s 
failings is @xemplified by an ad- 
vertisment that appeared in the clas- 
sified section of the “Sacremento 
Union’: “Two women about Jack 
Benny's age would like a small, 
anfurnished house.

Although 
Mary has had countless offers. to 
be a star in her own right, she re- 
tuses them all: “I just want to be 
Mrs. Jack/Benny,” she says. 

When/they were married in 1927, 
Jack recalls that a big stag din- 
ner was given in his honour and 
he felt very important. In the midst 
of the proceedings, the Master of 
Ceremonies called for silence while 
he read a telegram. It ran: 

“When you come home tonight,

It all started when George 
and Gracie Allen were betrothed.

When Benny moved his family 
and radio programme to Califor- 
nia in 1937, the very first show 
there was an enactment of their 
tourney west. The script required 
someone to play the part of the 
Pullman porter encountered ‘on 
the train and the role was awarded 
to a coloured actor, Eddie Ander- 
son. He made such a good job of

| HOME FOR AGED 


Representing half of the cost” of 
construction completed to date, the 
Ontario government on August 9th, 
granted the Hastings Home for the 
Aged $64,000. Total cost of the pro- 
ject is estimated at between $350,000 
and $400,000 of which the govern- 
mént will contribute half. 

The grant was made under legisla- 
tion passed in 1949 in which the gov- 
ernment agreed to share equally with 
municipalities the construction of ac- 
commodation for the aged. 

“Good county homes eases the 
pressure on our hospitals both general 
and mental by being able to look af- 
ter aged people,” Welfare Minister 
Goodfellow said. Three such homes 
Were in process of construction while 
one at Sault Ste. Marie had been com- 
pleted. 

The minister said that a similar 
home would open in Belleville short- 
ly and that the united counties of 
Stormont, Dundas and Glengarry were 
building one near Cornwall. Ontario 
county will build near” Whitby. 

The minister said that eventually 
provision would be made for the care 
of married couples without the nec- 
essity of separating them.

It began July 1 with the holiday 
weekend and= goes through until 
Labor Day.

—Slightly more than 10 persons 
killed for every million miles 
travelled

This last item is thé real shocker. 
It makes Canadians the world’s 
miost dangerous drivers, not the 
Americans, as most people believe. 
Their ratio of deaths was 7.7 in 
1948. 

This years grim = statisucs are 
now in the making: in the screech 
of skid’ding tires; the erunch of 
tons of flying metal and glass com- 
ing together; the long pitiiul parade 
t» the hospital operating room. 

Chances are the 1950 toll will be 
even greater than 1949; The re- 
cord so far seems to indicate this. 
Accidents in Ontario, for example, 
are up 34 pér cent over 1949 up. to 
the end of March. Fatalities were 
lower in the first quarter Dut were 
up substantiaily in May. 

If these deathly statistics are too 
impersonal to register, maybe you 
can be impressed through your 
pocketbook. 

In these days of sudden highway 
death, the wise motorist has ade- 
quate insurance. And insurance 
rates wo hand-in-hand with the fre- 


quency and seriousness cf accid- 
ents, 

Just a quick look shows what's 
happened. 


If you have a poplar make car 
end use it for pleasure, your bill 
for basic insurance this year will 
read something like this: 

$31.64 for public liability ($25,000- 
$50,000 and property damage $2,000) 

$39 for collision ($50 deductible) 

$7 for fire and theft. 

$1.11 for passenger hazard (in 
case a passenger in your car is 


hurt) 
The total: $88.85. 
Ten years ago, relatively the 


same protection cost $48.90..

Q. How éan I sweeten a soured 
sponge? 

A, Rub a fresh lemon thoroughly 
into the sponge and then rins@ se- 
veral times in Inkewarm water> It 
will become as sweet as when new. 

Q. How can I remove dandruf 
from the scalp? 

A. A good remedy is to tub pure 
olive oil thoroughly into the scalp 
every night before retiring. Also 
shampoo the hair every two weeks 
and rinse well in cold water. 

Q. How can I enclose postage 
stamps with a letter if there is no 
oiled paper at hand in which to 
wrap them? 

A. Attach them by a small spot 
in the center of the stamp, leaving 
the glue. around the edges un- 
touched. 

Q. How can I store eggs? 

A, Eges can be packed fer keep- 
ing as follows: Dip the eggs in a 
solution of two ounces gum arabic 
to a pint of cold water. Let them 
dry, and then pack in powdered, 
well-burned charcoal. : 

Q. How can I prevent new tin- 
ware from rusting? 

A. Rub the new tin vessel thor- 
oughly with lard; the heat it in the 
oven, before-ysing it, and it will 
never rust.

Went To School, 


The Hornbook was a slab of 
wood on which a page full of let- 
ters had been fastened and which 
was covered with a thin, transpar- 
ent sheet of horn to protect it from 
small fingers. Countless 
generations of children had learned 
to read clutching the handle of a 
hornbook and William Shakespeare 
could hardly have been an excep- 
tion. . , 

Shakespeare learned to form his 
letters in the way all the little boys 
in rural districts formed them. The 
new Italian hand, which corres- 
ponds roughly to the modern way 
of writing, had matle great head- 
way in court and city circles, but 
the medieval way of writing, the 
one called the secretary hand, was 
still being used in the country. 
Some of Shakespeare's  fellow- 
dramatists, like George Peele, used 
the new Italian way of writing; 
some of them, like Thomas Kyd 
and George Chapman, used both 
fashions interchangeably, and at 
least one of them, Ben Jonson, 
worked out an efficient compromise 
between the two. The few signa- 
tures which are all that remain of 
Shakespeare's. writing are done in 
the old-fashioned secretary hand. 

As: soon as he could: read and 
write and knew his Catechism, 
young Wiliam Shakespeare was 
ready to enter Stratford grammar 
school, He was the son of one of 
the most prominent men in Strat- 
ford, but he received the same edu- 
cation that was democratically 
open to every boy in town and 
there was nO Charge for the in- 
struction.

ELDORADO CO-OPERATIVE 
CHEESE FACTORY 
UNDER CONSTRUCTION 


The construction of a new chees: 
factory with dimensions of 72 feet is 
well under way at the southern end 
of the village of Eldorado. Farly this 
spring the mewly formed Eldorad: 
Cheese and Butter Co-operative re- 


ceived its charter to proceed with 
this project, which was visualized 
about two years ago. The work is 


proceeding under the supervision of 
Gibson Bailey, who achieved fame in 
the erection of the covered rink at 
the community of Cooper last year. 

The factory is being built on what 
is called the cost plus plan, an alter- 
native to contract letting. The walls 
now in.course of erection are being 
built of cinder blocks and the one | 
storey building will have a bonded 
roof, 

The property of this new Co-opera- 
tive extends to about ten acres and 
the former residence of Alfred Par- 
nell has been purchased as a resid- 
ence for the cheesemaker. 
Four tories Unite 

Four factories with a 
55 years in all, amalgamated to form 
the Co-operative. They are all in Ma- 
doc township and with the exception 
of one—the Eldorado factory—are 
operative this season. 

The Champion Factory, situated 
near the Union Church (United), in 
its prime, could boast of about 40 pa- 
trons. Its first cheesemaker was Wes- 
ley Mason, of Springbrook. This ‘sea- 
son, Athol Dudgeon, son of a cheese- 
maker and cheesemaker himself for | 
several seasons, has operated there. | 

Then there is the Spring Creek fac- | 
tory at Remington with perhaps 25 | 
patrons in its heyday, whith will lose 
its identity in this new merger. Archie 
Pitt is the maker this season, 

Cold Spring Factory, mear the 


history of 


Hematite Mine on No, 62 Highway, 


owing to the idleness of Eldorado fac- 
toty, has had an extended list of pat- 
rons)this year. Originally it could 
number about 25, Russell Dunford has 
been serving that factory this Season. 

Eldorado Factory, when operating, 
received milk from about 20 farms 
As the new amalgamated factory op- 
ens in 1951, it i§ anticipated there 
will be about 80 patrons. 

What the actual cost of building 
and equipment will be is an uncer- 


tainty. A guess computes it at ap- 


proximately $40,000. 
Because it is being erected in con- 


_ formity with the regulations of the 


Department of Dairying, the Federal 
Government will be giving a subsidy 
of fifty per cent on the building as 
well as on all the equipment going in- 
to it. This is done where amalgama- 
tion of two or more factories is ef- 
fected. 

Messrs. Bain and Lacknet, of the 
Department of Dairying, have been 
in close touch with the Eldorado pro- 
ject. 

Under the direction of the Depart- 
ment of Health, the system of septic 
tanks to be used will be something 
new in the annals of cheese factories 
in the County of Hastings. The well 
was drilled to a depth of 70 feet. An 
oil burner boiler was decided upon. 
Five vats go into this building and 
the curing room will be sufficiently 
large to handle the production of 
cheese. All whey tanks and other 
parts of equipment will be under the 
one roof. 

In addition to the office, there is to 
be a showroom, both to face the high- 
way. The feeling is that in this show

Teach Children Not To Fear 


Lightning — But Respect It 


Among the fears that have a 
strong. effect upon children, fear 
of lightning and thunder claims a 
special priority, Before a child 
reaches the age when he learns to 
understand the natural causes of 
an electric storm, he is prone to 
become upset by the terriffing noise 
and the light flashes. 

Fears vanish only when know- 
ledge comes. This knowledge should, 
of course, be explained in the terms 
of the child’s understanding. The 
child must be taught not to. fear 
lightning. But at the same time 
he inust learn to respect ite power 
and its possible danger 
The parents should avoid fright 
ening the child into respecting ‘the 
powers of lightning. Your explana- 
tion should be on a rational basis, 
should take the form of explaining 
(1) the causes: of lightning, (2) 


how lightning behaves, and (3) what: 


to do to reduce the chance of being 
struck. 

Following an easy-to-unilerstand 
explanation of what causes hghtning 
and thunder, a child is ready for 
some factual knowledge and cuid- 
ance as to how to take care of 
himself during a storm. We know, 
for instance, that high objects will 
more readily be hit by. lightning. 
If your child finds himself. on high 
ground during an electrical. storm, 
it's important that he know enoigh 
to go to lower levels where -he 
will be protected 


Besides high objects that -atract 
lightning, there are two other wood 
conde

are water or metal. During 


bathers should get to dry land at

The lower his position, the safer 
he is. 

In this connection, however, a 
word of taution about seeking shel- 
ter under a bridge.

There are many ways of divérting 
the youngster’s mind from thoughts 
of fear where lightning is con- 
cerned, One of them is by rhymes, 
Among the well-known rhymes that.

‘caus® if lightning comes it might 
trike me.” And this one: “When 
out in the open, fie on the ground; 
when the lightning 1s over, alive 
you'll be found.” 

Another way to abandon fear ‘is 
to have it understood that when a 
storm is approaching, the cHPAd's 
job is to close all doors ind win-

Customers of a peach and cherry 
orchard owned by a man named 
Wagner, over in Fairfield County, 
Ohio, do their own harvesting. They 
get their fruit at its tree-ripened 
best, and the orchard owner is spar- 
ed the expense of picking, packing 
and shipping. Here's how the scheme 
works, as reported by Vernon Pat- 
terson, a Horticulturist at ‘Ohio 
State University. 

* * * 

Wagner worked out his plan dur- 
ing the war when labor was im- 
possible to hire during picking sea- 
sons. Each tree was numbered and 
marked with a brass tag. Customers 
were given a choice of varieties and 
then were assigned one or more 
tree numbers, The system worked 
so well that almost all of the orchard 
now is harvested by people living 
in nearby cities, 

* * * 

The “owner” of each tree agrees 
to take the entire crop from the 
tree or trees under agreement. At 
harvest-time, Wagner furnishes lad- 
dérs and hauls fruit to the packigpg 
house.

oil discoveries of Alberta, an en- . 


thusiasm which resulted in hun- 
dreds of oil stock promotions, the 
industry is settling down to a more 
orderly existence. It is gradually 
being realized that the mere dis- 
covery of oil, important though it 
is, does not permit quick realization 
of profits which can be won from 
its production, True, numegous 
companies ate producing oil and 
selling it to the local refineries for 
revenue at.d some of the producers 
are doing well. However, it is now 
known that in order to cash in to 
the fullest extent possible it is 
necessary to have a refinery ad- 
junct to oil wells. 

There are now three large refin- 
eries and four:smaller ones in the 
Prairie oil fields. The most famous 
of these are Imperial and British 
American which have been active 
for years in the West. More re- 
cently smaller but growing refiner- 
ies have come into. existence and 
one of these is Excelsior, which 
started five years ago. with a 
$35,000 cleaning plant and now has 
a layout worth at least $1,000,000. 
This growth alone is indicative of 
the profits to be won in the refin- 
ing end. However, Excelsior also 
haf its own oil wells, with over 
11,000,000 bbls, in reserve, and has 
call on an additional 15,000,000 bbls. 
Recently Excelsior Refineries sold 
$1,009,000°in Sper cent bonds to 
Wilrich Petroleums Limited, which 
shares in the production of 41 wells 
in the Leduc, Whitemud, Excelsior 
and Blackfoot areas and has an 
interest in 15 well sites in Red- 
water. Wilrich also is engaged in 
large ‘scale exploration oil-gas pro- 
jects in Pouce Coupe’. area; Peace 
tiver Section, and Lone Mountain 
area of B.C., just across the boun- 
dary. 

This four-way method of protect- 
ing supplies and exposing the part- 
nership to appreciation through 
finding of new wells, makes. the 
teaming up of. Excelsior Refineries 
and Wilrich Petroleums one of the 
most advanced of the recent West- 
ern oil developments.

Tie Man Who “Doubled” 
For Field Marshal Montgomery 


Living in’ a quiet little house on 
the South Coast is a sick, middle- 
called Clifton James, 
who once stood on the stage of the 
world itseli—and played a part that 
every actor alive would have ac- 
cepted with an excited, thumping 
heart, 

Clifton James is the one-tifre lieu- 
tenant in. the Royal Army Pay 
Corps who “doubled” for Field 
Marshal Montgomery in’ the vital 
hours before D-Day. He came into 
the news again recently when the 
Press reported that his application 
for a disability run-about chair had 
been turned down because he was 
not totally disabled, writes Leonard 
Samson in a recent issue of “.An- 
~ = 

1 went down. to his, home at 
Worthing to see him and/ hear again 
the fantastic story of how he hood- 
winked the Germans ‘into thinking 
that Monty was in Gibraltar at a 
time when he was really standiag 
on the spring-board of the Euro- 
pean invasion. 

The orders given to James were 
probably the most vital and colour- 
ful ones ever put before an insig- 
nificant subaltern, and I wanted to 
find out something of the years that 
had led up to one of the. greatest 
deceptions in history. 


His First Battle 


He was seventeen years oldy a 
schoolboy, when the. First” World 
War broke out, but he lied about 
his age and a few months later 
found himself an infantry officer in 
the British trenches, just another 
shy, frightened boy suddenly flung 
into the thick of the Battle of the 
Somme. 


He doesn’t talk much about those 


days (although enemy. gas may 
have contributed to his present ill- 
ness) but he did mention one inci- 


dent concerning a German. soldier 


who surrendered with a grenade 
clasped in one hand. James woke 
up to find an M.O, picking lumps 
of metal out of his body. And the 
middle finger of his right hand was 


\ missing. That finger was to cause 


many a headache ih Whitehall 
nearly thirty years later. 

Two years after the Kaiser sur- 
rendered, James was still in hospi- 
tal, but a few weeks later he had 
recovered sufficiently to try to’ pick 
up the threads of his pre-war life. 

“My father had died when I was 
one-year old, and my guardian was 
no longer responsible for me, so 
1 was pretty well alone,” he told 
me, “I decided to become an actor. 
it wasn’t easy, but I gradually be- 
gan to make headway.” 

There were long tours up and 
down Wales with a company that 
had fifty plays in its repertoire—a 
different play each night; there were 
resident companies in England, and 
tours of the British Isles. The years 
passed, and James became: a reli- 
able, competent actor. He had a 
bad period of unemployment, when 
he tried his hand at selling pianos, 
but by the middle thirties he was 
making a success of his career. 


Then came the Second World 
War. 
“T joined the Army again, and 


this time’ I was put in the Royal 
Army. Pay Corps,” he said. “Being 
an actor, I organized entertain- 
ments and. took part in troop 
shows.” 

One day Clifton James was called 
to London from his unit in Leices- 
ier to meet Colonel David Niven 
and chat about Army films, But 
their conversation was only a pre- 


- text. 


A few minutes after necting each 
other, Niven ushered him into an- 
ether room where he was intro- 
duced to Colonel Lester. 


ee emmueed 
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“At least, that’s what he called 
himself,” James went on. He asked 
me to sign an extract from the 
Official Secrets Act, and then told 
me that I resembled General Mont- 
gomery so closely that, if I was 
willing, I might be called upon to 
‘double’ for him. I was completely 
bewildered, but I said immediately 
that I'd do it.” 

The curtain was about to be rung 
up on the greatest role of Clifton 
James’ career. 

General Montgomery himself was 
at a secret rendezvous on the South 
Coast, ready to watch a full dress 
rehearsal of the invasion. It was 
also a rehearsal for James. A few 
days later he had been “demoted” 
to a sergeant of the Intelligence 
Corps, and posted to Montgomery's 
headquarters so that he could study 
the general at close range. 


“If I'd Been A Spy” 


“When the exercise ended,” said 
James, “I travelled back to Lon- 
don by train. In the same compart- 
ment was a sailor who told me 
practically every detail of the inva- 
sion reheargel | had just witnessed. 
If I'd beer! a spy the Germans 
would have had the whole ‘set-up. 
Fortunately, it was just another lit- 
tle incident. Back at the War Office 
they told me that Monty was going 
to Scotland on a fishing trip. I was 
to go up there and see him privately 
so that 1 could catch the intona- 
tions and pitch of his voice. 

“I had two or three fifteen-min- 
ute interviews with him, when we 
would talk about the theatre—he 
was deeply interested in it —or 
Australia, the country where | was 
born. I was terribly nervous, but 
by the time-4—returned to London 
I had begun to take\on his charac- 
ter.” 

Ne Awkward Qyestions 

On Friday, May 26th, Lieuten- 
ant M. E. Clifton James became 
General B, L. Montgomery. He 
wore the famous beret and uniform, 
whitened his moustache and tem- 
ples—and tied a cunningly con- 
trived bandage on his right hand ia 
place of the missing finger. 

He drove through the streets of 
London to Northolt, and along the 
route he returned the salutes and 
waves of soldiers and civilians. At 
the airport, highranking officers of 
the Army and Air Force saw him 
into the plane which was to fly 
him to Gibraltar. 

“My ‘aide’ was a brigadier who 
knew- Monty intimately. He was 
travelling with me to keep at a 
distance anyone who might ask 
awkward questions; the general's 
own. relatives, perhaps.” 


They Saluted 


James laughed suddenly: “I wish 
I could have enjoyed the role | 
was playing, but the last words 
Colonel Lester said to me were ‘Do 
your best, James. You've got the 
lives of two divisions on your shoul- 
ders.’ I was terrified that I would 


make that one little slip that would’ 


give ‘the game away.’ 

As the plane approached Gibral- 
tar, James prepared himself for the 
scene that he had rehearsed so 
many times back in London. He 
stepped out of the aircraft and re- 
turned the salutes of the officers 
standing at attention to greet him 

“IT was driven to Government 
House,’ James continued, “to meet 
Sir Ralph Eastwood, the Governor 


of Gibraltar. 
“He and Monty were very old 
friends so, of course, he knew all 


about the plan. We wandered into 


the garden together and went 
through a pre-arranged conversa- 
tion. While we were talking, two 
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Tanks Are Coming—Light tanks of the First Marine Division are loaded aboard an LSU in 


San Diego, Calif. The tanks are part of the equipme 


nt of the Korea-bound Leathernecks. 
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men walked up the path and the 
Governor introduced me to them. 
Later I was told that one of them 
was a Spanish nobleman in the 
service of the Germans. It had all 
been worked out so that the enemy 
would know of my arrival on the 
Rock. 

“And -here’s a thrilling sidelight 
on the whole thing. One hour after 
I. arrived Madrid had the news: 
That same, night Berlin knew all 
about Montgomery's visit to Gi- 
braltar. The news reached Berlin 
through the most secret channels, 
but our own agents in the German 
capital were so well organized that 
they were able to pass the informa- 
tion back to London almost imme- 
fdiately.”’ 

All Over 

From Gibraltar, James flew . to 
Algiers, and there he was driven by 
one of General: Maitland Wilson’s 
aides to G,H.Q. It was a ride plan- 
ned to display himself as .Mont- 
gomery. 

When the car drew to a halt and 
he entered the house, the last act 
was over. The curtain had. rung 
down. But there was no applause 
from an appreciative audience. All 
that remained was for the actor to 


_ sit down quietly, smoke a cigarette, 
‘and remove his costume anti. make- 
up. : 

A few days later, after an incon- 
spicuelfg stay in Cairo, Lieutenant 
Clifton James flew back to England, 
The anti-climax reached its lowest 
depths when his C.O, at Leicester 
threatened to put ltim on a charge 
for being absent without leave.

Ezra, Interpreter of God's Word 
Nehemiah 8:1-4a, 5-6, 8. 10, 18 


Golden Text: This day is holy unto 
our Lords neither be ye sorry; for 
the joy of the Lord is your strength. 
—Neh. 8:10b. 


Zerubbabel_led the first band of 
captives from Babylon to Judea in 
458 B.C. Seventy-eight years later, 
Ezra, a priest and a scribe, returned 
to teach the people. In today’s les- 
on we find th¢ people asking Ezra 
to give them the book of the law 
of Moses. They made a pulpit, and 
Ezra stood on it. He and his thir- 
teen helpers “read in the book in 
the law of God distinctly, and gave 
the sense, and caused them to un- 
derstand the reading.” This went on 
for a week. 

It was a time of happiness. They 
were happy not merely because they 
were hearers of the word, but be- 
cause they became doers of the 
word. They confessed their sins and 
the iniquities of their fathers. Then 
they could worship. They made a 
covenant with God. They brought 
in the tithes and offerings which 
had been neglected. They observed 
the Sabbath. Nehemigh, the ruler, 
took a stern stand against those 
who persised in doing their work on 
the Sabbath and selling their wares. 
Likewise the practice of intermar- 
ryivg with the neighboring heathen 
was. publicly rebuked. That. was a 
great turning to God. 

If only our nation would turn to 
God’s Word for guidance today! If 
there were more Ezra’s whose main 
concern was to give the meaning 
of God's Word to the people; de- 
fense of their denominational doc- 
trinal position being quite second- 
ary. A national turning tg God's 
Word would result in a revival of 
righteousness. May it soon comel

A quick glance reveals the signa- 
tures of ex-King Alphonso of Spain 
(who would seiml a Rolls Royce for 
Mr. Viccari to visit him to cut his 
hair), the Duke of Milford Haven, 
Lord Anson, the late Jan Masaryk, 
of Czechoslovakia, Sir John -Bar- 
birolli, Anton Walbrook, Anthony 
Asquith, several Indian princes, and 


so many Ministers of the Crown~ —.

ary House of Commons roll cali 
spanning. twenty. ycars. 

Mr. Viccari is a modest man and 
confesses in his Italian accent that 
he is bewildered by his own pres- 
tige. 

“Some people have put it down 
to personality,” he says, “but that's 
too easy an answer. All I know is 
that I enjoy hairdressing, it’s an 
art to me, and every customer is 
someone different,” 

A Precise Haircut 


So determine is he to give the 
finest haircut possible that he defies 
a golden rule and sits dgwn to his 
work, 

“That way,’ he points out, “I 
can take my time and make sure 
of a precise haircut.” 

Mr. Viccari will readily chat about 
himself, but rarély about his clients, 
He knows that, as the confidante 
of kings, tact is his greatest asset. 

Question him further and he re- 
plies with a smile: “I'm. still a 
working man. One day I'll retire— 
and maybe write the memoirs of 
a barber.”

Provincial police believe they are 
the same men who attempted to hold- 
up a service station at Rossmore, last 
Friday night, and it is expected the 
men will be charged.

ALL CANADA AFFECTED | 
BY RAILWAY STRIKE | 
| 


The crippting hand of a country- 
wide strike by 124,000 non-operating | 
employees gripped Canada's railways | 
early today when efforts to mediate) 
a multi-million dollar wages-and- | 
hours dispute collapsed. 

Across the land the strike began 
at 6 a.m. local time. In Newfound-| 
land, on the Dominion’s eastern fringe | 
and the area first affected, it started | 
even earlier when unions decided to | 
heed the strike call on the basis of | 
daylight time. 

In most other localities Standard | 
Time, the usual operational time of 
the railways, governed what the un- 
ions have described as a “tactful | 
withdrawal” from service. | 

In its effect the strike by 15 Inter- 
national unions and two Canadian un- | 
ions went far behind the unions’ 
membership. 7t meant work stoppage 
for the running trades and many 
other branches of railroad and tele- 
graph work since without non-oper- 
ating ypersonnel on the job few lines 
of railway endéavor can go On. 

Railway spokesmen estimated that 
more than 200,000 operating and cler- 
ical employees will be laid off by the 
strike. Most of them stayed home 
Tuesday with the balance expected to 
be released before the end of the 
week. 

Thousands of Canadians in other 
industries dependent on the railways 
for their supplies and markets are ex- 
pected to be laid off as the strike pro- 
gresses. ‘ 

Eleventh - hour mediation efforts 
which started in Montreal last- Sat- 
urday ended at 5.25 a.m. EDT. 

At that time, after a day and night 
of hurried, high - tension conferences, 
union leaders left their longest meet- 
ing with the speciaf Federal mediat~ 
or, Dr. W, A. Mackintosh, and said: 
“That’s all — no settlement.”

Highy productive pastures ,were 
fertilized with as much as 1,000 
pounds of fertilizer per acre at, the 
time of seeding. For maintainence 
‘luring the next five years super- 
phosphate was applied alone or in 
mixture with potash or a complete 
mixture depending on the seed used 
and needs of the soil as determined 
by a soil test. After the initial 
treatment, top-dressing with man- 
ure or fertiliizéer is standard prac- 
tice each year -

Columbus Landed 


It is something of a shock to 
realize that, except for the recent 
Aa development of hybrid corn, the 
ancient Americans knew just about 

as much as we do now. 
Think what the Indians were 
doing before Columbus sighted the 
New World in 1492! They were 
using fertilizers,, building terraces 
and irrigation ditches. The yde- 
veloped special planting micthods. to 
fitdry-land areas. Theyhad found 
that two -non-cOimpeting crops 
¢ grown in the same field—such as 
corn and beans or corn and squash 
—gave a greater total yield than 
either crop grown separately. ‘ 
They had developed practically 
all the basic varieties of corn by

He saved the best plants for seed 
instead of eating them. And that’s 
all white men did about corn breed- 
ing until 30 years ago. 

Origin of corn is lost in the dis- 
tant shadows of time. Archaeolo- 
gis have found ears of corn cobs 
in tombs, campsites and trash heaps 
that existed a thousand years be- 
fore America was discovered. Cen- 
tral or South America was where 
corn originated, researchers gucss. 

By the time Columbus came, 
corn was grown from southern Ca- 
nada to southern Chile. Most in- 
tensive corn production area was 
in three distirtet sections Mexico, 
Peru and the Guatemala-Yucatan 
area. Those areas supported the 
three ancient American civilizations 
—Aztec, Inca, Mayan. i 


But what is now the great Am- 
erican corn \helt supported compar: 
atively littl n, The opert prairies 
did not ha@@trees to give Indians 
shelter and’ water. And the tough 


prairie grasses made a.sod that 
the Indian cultivation could not 
lick, 


Indians found it easier to terrace 
mountains, dig irrigation ditches 
and kill trees. Cultivation methods 
were simple. If ground was bare, 
corn was planted in holes punched 
in he soil with a sharp stick. Some- 
times the soil ws worked over with 
wooden hoes or mussel }shells, If 
there was much vegetation, it was 
cut, left. to dry, .then burned off. 

Indians learned long ago, how 
to wet rid of trees without a lot 
of work. They girdled them (hacked 
away the bark in a circle around 
the tree). Then corn was planted 
between the dead trunks. 

Once cleared, ground was plant- 
ed to corn until continuous crop- 
ping and erosion drained fertility 
from the soil. Then the Indians 
either moved on or used fertilizer. 

A fish was placed in cath hill 
of corn. One acre planted with fish 
was said to yield as much corn as 
three acres without fish. In South 
America, the guano beds were 
prized as highly then as now. 

Special tillage methods were de- 
veloped to fit dry-land conditions. 
Along the sandy .Peruyian coast, 
dry sand several feet deep was 
dug away. Then corn was planted 
in the moist soil mnderneath. 

In what. is now the southwest 
United States, corn was planted 
in hills 6 to 10 feet apart, with as 
many as 15 or 20 plants in a hill. 

This practice persists to this day. 
Why? It produces more corn than 
any other method. Plants on the 
outside of the hills: protect the in- 
ner plants from the hot, dry winds. 

Indians used the corn grain prin- 
cipally as food. They parched, pop- 
ped and ground ‘it. They ate it as 
roasting ears. Early also 
tell how Indians, fermented corn, 
made alcoholic . beverages.

discovery of the age. - 
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“About The Pleasures Of 
Pig- Curing At Hom 


By Geoffrey Boumphrey 


Ie there any more beautiful word 
in the-language than ‘ham’—unless 


» it is “bacon’—or, better still, ‘bacon 


and eggs’—or ‘ham and cggs’ for 
that matter? Yes! They are beau- 
tiful words, I think, and I am pre- 
pared to argue about it. Who was 
it who said that beauty lies in the 
eye of the beholder? Someone with 
authority, I know. Well, vou have 
only to substitute another sense- 
organ for the eye, and ham passes 
the test with flying colours. 


But, you know, I have an awful 
feeling that I may be talking to 
part of a generation that does not 
know what ham is, or at any rate 
what it can be. By ham I do not 
mean that bright-pink, moist stuff 
that tastes so much of salt. Real 
hami is & soit, almost greyish-pink, 
and the lean is not moist, it és 
almost dry, and the fibres have 
matured and softened until the gen- 
eral texture is almost crumbly. 


But enough of this preliminary 
appetite-whetting: let us wet down 
to brass tacks. One of the reasons 
tor living in the country (if any 
reason needs to be given) is that 
in the country it is generally pos- 


sible to keep a pig. 


One of the many grand things 
about pigs is that they are far the 
most efficient food-converters of 
any domestic animal You can 
reckon that of all the valuable food 


‘you give them (during-adolescence, 


that is,) about one-fifth remains in 
the pig, largely as bacon—or ham. 
There is another advantage, too, 
in the single-mindednéss with which 
a pig concentrates on its life's work 
of putting on weight. 

Long before the butcher comes, 
you will be estimating the’ weight 
ot the hams, and even visualizing 
the long flanks neatly divided into 
rashers—all this without the slight- 
est feeling of tactlessness. I will 


admit that my first pig-killing day> 


did not dawn without a slight sense 
of uneasiness; but I was raw, and 
did not quite know what to ex- 
pect. - 

Now, those two occasions in the 
year are red-letter days, as they 
have beén in Merrie England for 
hundreds of years. ‘The butcher ar- 
tives in his van, bringing his as- 
sistant with him. The pig has not 
been fed for twenty-four hours, and 
so is interested in nothing in the 
world except the contents of the 
bucket that he follows obligingly 
to the appointed place. There is a 
slight report and he is wafted to 
the Elysian fields, in the final be- 
lief that, at last, he is going to get 
kis head down in that bucket that 
smells so good. A beautiful end— 
which of us, with his ‘mentality, 
would ask for anything better? 


Perhaps an hour later, Mr. 
Brown, as I will call him, and his 
assistant, come into my kitchen; 
and we drink a tankard or two of 
beer. The conversation follows 
rather the lines used when you go 
to see somebody's new baby. I am 
left with the impression (just as 
the mother ought to be) that I 
have been a very efficient producer, 
and that the product is one of 
the finest specimens $eeh round 
these parts for many a long day. 
Also, there is the great fun of 
guessing the weight. Mr. Brown 
thinks it will make every pound 
of twelve score; I say, modestly, 
that I should think it will top eleven 
score, at any rate. 3

there, hanging from the beams, was 
@ vast carcass like a -mammoth's; 
tut,” tlowadays, apart from the 
kudos of having reared such a pig, 
1 like them about teh or twelve 
score, Brightwell Brandy—what a 
pig she was! The quint-essence of 
food conversation! 

As soon as the carcass has been 
weighed, it is let down with block 
and tackle, and cut up ready for 
curing. There are many different 
ways of doing this, according to 
whether you want a long ham ora 
round one, how much you are go- 
ing to use fresh as roast pork, and 
so on. Personally, I always find 
there are so many bits and pieces 
which have to be used up more 
or less fresh (to say nothing of 
brawn) that I cure almost every- 
thing possible; two hams cut short 
and round), two shoulders, two 
Bath chaps (or cheeks), and two 
sides of bacon, including the neck. 
‘Many Different Methods of Curing 

I did not start out with the idea 
of doing my own curing, when I 
first kept a pig. I meant to send it 
away to a bacon factory to he cured 
for me, as’ most of my friends do. 
In fact, I made a tour of their 
hows§s in turn, to taste their pig 
and see which factory's cure I 
liked best. But, as my pig grew 
fatter, memories of the hams I had 
eaten long ago came to haunt me, 
and I decided I would cure the 
the hams, at least, myself, and send 
the rest away to be done. 

Even that reservation perished 
after a chat with a farmer friend 
of mine, and a taste of his home- 
cured bacon and ham. He said it 
was €asy enough, and he offered 
to lend me the tub he cured his 
ham in, I borrowed a wooden 
trough from somebody else to do 
the sides_of\bacon in. That sounds 
alot of eqijpment, but I have 
simplified iH 4 since then. I found 
that an ordinm™@ry earthenware bread- 
croek justyolds one ham and one 
shoulder, and. a curing trough is 
not necessary if you have a long, 
narrow table and an outhouse floor 
that you do not mind getting in 
rather a mess. 

Then I started collecting recipes 
and analyzing them. I should think 
I got about forty in all—and they 
all boiled down to about four differ- 
ent methods of curing, with minor 
variations. I went out for simplicity 
and quality. With my first two pigs 
I tried about eight different cures, 
and kept notes to cOmpare with the 
results. Now I have standardized 
on two, a simple one for the every- 
day bacon, and a more exotic one 
for the less frequent ham, 

Both start in the traditional way 
—a good rubbing all over with salt 
and a small proportion of saltpetre: 
say half an hour’s work in all; the 
Same next day, only shorter. On the 
third day, when the salt will have 
drawn most of the surplus moisture 
out of the meat, the cures divide. 
The bacon and Bath chaps Stay oa 
the table and go on getting about 
five minutes’ rubbing a day with 
the salt and saltpetre mixtures, plus 
a bit of Demarara sugar-—that is 
said to keep the lean soft. 

The hams and shoulders gO into 
their bread-crocks, and for them 
I make up a wonderful brew of 
strong beer or stout, molasses or 
black treacle, a seasoning of all- 
spice, coriander, and black pepper, 
a handful of salt and saltpetre, a 
shallot, and a good measure of juni- 
per berries. This is boiled up, al- 
lowed to cool, and then poured 
over the joints. Each day, their

position is reversed, and they are 
thoroughly basted with the brew. 

How long you continue the cur- 
ing depends on jhow long you want 
the meat to keep. I generally cure 
one side of bacon for just ovésr a 
fortnight, which means it will keep 
safely for six months, and the other 
I give about three weeks, so that 
it is safe for a year. I do not think 
a ham or shoulder develops its 
flavor until it has matured for at 
least six months, so they are kept 
in the brew about eight orien days 
for every inch of- thickness. 


The catch about it is that the 
longer you cure, the saltier the meat 
and the hatder the lean tends to be, 
though you can offset this to a great 
extent in the case of bacon by soak- 
ing each chunk in water for a night 
as you cut it off the side, before 
slicing it into rashers. 

And, by the way, does everyone 
know. the best way to arrange 
bacon for cooking—frying, or, much 
better, grilling? Overtap .the slices 
like tiles. on a roof, screening each 
lean side from the heat with the 
fat side of the piece next to it; in 
this way you can cook the fat thor- 
oughly, still keeping the lean safe. 

After curing, wash the meat in 
cold water (soft water is best; and. 
personally, I soak mine overnight 
in it). Then hang up the joints or 
sides to dry in a not-too-cold room 
for three weeks or a month. After 
that, they are best somewhere cool. 
Sprinkle them with pepper, and 
sew them tp in bags, but not only 
to keep flies away (which is. the 
idea of the pepper) but also to pro- 
tect them from the light, which 
turns the fat yellow. 

Could anything be 
Hardly any equipment, half-an- 
hour’s work the first day; ten min- 
utes the second or third—and then 
only seven or eight each aay until 
the cure is complete. And the re- 
ward? Well, I have just finishes 
cating the last ham of Brightwell 
Prandy, fifteen months old. It was 
black outside, and hard as a board, 
but it swelled out like a sponge 
after a week's soaking

I happened to have stayiig, with 
me a friend whe is-chaiftian of the 
kitchen and wine comymjgté€s of a 
big London club. His faegewas pos- 
itively transfigureds ‘Why ht cried, 
‘that ham has a bouquet -like an old 
wine!’ We ate with some r€yerence, 
and were not disappointed, Could a 
factory cure have done that for 
us? 

The point I would make is that 
here in home-curing is an age-old 
craft not’ really very difficult to 
learn, needing little or no equip- 
ment. We complain nowadays that 
our food is dull, and we have to go 
without many delicacies that were 
once imported at reasonable prices. 
Rut the humble pig, properly treat- 
ed, can yield food fit for an epicure 
or foe the gods themselves, and the 
mere process of curing is not with- 
ont fascination. The pig has been 
the mainstay of English rural life 
since Saxon times, and probably 
before then. Call me a chaw-bacon 
—a yokel? Why shouldn’t I be? 
I am proud of it. (Broadcast.in the 
BBC’s Home Service). 


Gave Him Palace 


But Wouldn’t Pay 


The. eighteenth century was only 
four years old when the French 
armies were broken in a fierce battle 
fought in the tiny village of Blen- 
heim. And all England went mad 
in adulation of the man who had 
won that great victory. 

What form should a nation’s gra- 
titude take? Queen Anne did not 
consult. Parliament, but declared: 
“He shall have the ancient Manor 
of Woodstock. The old, dilapidated 
home of the Plantagenets shall dis- 
appear: a noble palace shall rise 
in its place.” 

Parliament, informed as to Her 
Majesty's wishes, was also assured 
that the Queen intended to foot the 
bill herself. Accordingly an Act of 
Parliament was passed. The burn- 
ing question of the hour_then was: 
Who shall build this archifectural 
masterpiece for the nation’s hero? 

Everybody expected that the 
choice. would’ fall on Wren. But it 
didn’t. The Queen told the Duke 
of Marlborough to pick his own 
architect and he chose John Van- 
brugh, architect, playwright, man- 
about-town. 

That decision laid the foundation

for something that nobody had fore- 
scen—a lasting, bitter quarrel bee 
tween Vanbrugh, the playwright- 
architect, and Sarah, the brilliant, 
forceful and power-loving Duchess 
of Marlborough. ; 

“The Queen rules Eniglaud=-The 
Duchess rules the Quceg/-was 
what people said behind theirhands, 
And it was true! : 

Vanbrugh, who had already de- 
signed some magnificent great 
houses, drew up even more elabor- 
ate plans for the new palace. The 
Duke rubbed his hands: “Excel- 
lent!” he exclaimed. But the Duch- 
ess became incensed against the 
project. “Who will pay for all this? 
she inquired. “And who would live 
in such a place? Comfort comes 
before such show.” 

So great a building involved the 
problem of finding enough master 
masons, In the end Vanbrugh got 
masons from alj parts of the coun- 
try and a colony of craftsmen and 
working men settled in Woodstock 

Then the troubles began. The 
local stone proved completely un- 
suitable and an alternative had to 
be used. That was bad enough. 
But presently the contractors were 
coming to Vanbrugh—who was do- 
ing this immense work for a mo- 
dest $2,000 a year—for money. 

It was awkward. Who was to 
pay? The Queen, from her private 
fortune? Parliament, out of the na- 
tion’s resources? Or the millionaire 
Duke himself? 

Neither the Queen nor’ Parlia- 
ment had stated what limit was to 
be put on the cost of the project, 
although official documents stated 
that Vanbrugh had been appoifited 
Comptroller of the Works, author- 
ized to act on behalf of the Duke. 

During the long years that Blen- 
heim Palace was being built this 
unhappy situation led to much bick- 
cring. There were constant dis- 
putes about authority, There were 
incessant quarrels between Van- 
brugh and the Duchess. There were 
periods when there was no money 
to pay the working people. 

On one occasion arrears owing 
to the contractors, and wages owing 
to the Workmen, led to a strike and 
threats of violence. The men said 


that they could not pay for their - 


lodgings, and that before they went 
back to their homes they would 
wreck the half-built palace. 

Vanbrugh, meant this palace to 
be his masterpiece. Unfortunately, 
what he never considered was 
money. 

For example, as he had to come 
down from London very often. (he 
was building the Opera House, 
Covent Garden, at the same time) 
he decided to renovate the old 
Woodstock Manor House. He had 
no authority to do this, and he put 
to work on it men employed on 
the palace. Having spent over 
$5,000, he casually mentioned it 
to the Duchess. 

The great Sarak flew into a pas- 
sion, accusing him of having spent 
$15,000 on himself, and calling him 
insulting names. 

From first to last, on the financial 
side and in the human relations of 
those most closely concerned in 
this. grandiloquent project, there 
had been nothing but the sordid, 
Nor did the death of the Duke 
change the situation, 

He left over two million pounds, 
a fortune equivalent to $150,000,000 
today. But he made no provision 
for the unpaid workmen or for 
Vanbrugh’s modest wage. When 
the will was made public, Vanbrigh 
wrote to a friend: “And yet . this 
Man would neither pay his Work- 
men- their bills nor’ his’ Architect 
his Salary. But he had given his 
Widdow (may a Scotch Ensign 
get her) £10,000 a year to spoil 
Blenheim her own way; £1,200 a 
Year to keep her Self clean, and 

> to Law.” 

Thus to the end did bitterness 
poison the air as there arose one 
of the most magnificent palaces in 
the British Isles—Jndeed, in the 
whole world.

Nowadays, from all parts of the 
world crowds are flocking to this 
same Blenheim Palace, regal seat 
of the Dukes of Marlborough, re- 
cently opened to the public. As 
much as $1500 a day is being taken 
“at the doors.” And the first re- 
quest of nearly every visitor is to 
see the room where Winston’ 
Churchill was born. So many people 
gazing at his baby vest which is 
on view, giggle and wisecrack, “I 
bet he couldn't wear it today,” that 
thé guides sometimes nearly scream.

buying because most of those of- 
fered. for .sale look nice.and are 
nearly always graded as to size, 
Even those with ring-rot look per- 
fectly sound in the early stages— 
until they are cut in half—and 
sometimes not until they are cook- 
ed. Just ac with cake—the proof 
of the potato is in the eating. .Re- 
member how we used to look for- 
ward to new potatoes? New pota- 
toes and green peas were almost 
a meal in themselves—with butter,

Here’s A Boost 
Ror ! {3 Castor Oil! 


Castor ‘oil, to many small chil- 
dren at any rate, has only one use. 
and that an unpleasant one Ritchie 
Calder, in a BBC Radio Program, 
spoke of new and much nicer uses 
to which it may shortly be put. 
Calder, who is Science Editor of 
the .“News Chronicle,” recently 
visited the Negev Desert in Israel. 
At the Weizmann Institute at Re- 
hevot the Director, Dr. Borgman, 
told him that by fermenting castor 
oil plants they can provide the basis 
of a great plastics imustry, includ- 
irig nylon, which is at present pro- 
duced either from petroleum or 
coal by-products, 

There was one use for nylon in 
the desert which interested Calder 
very much—that of combating the 
excessive saltiness of the ground. 
He explained that desert springs 
contain a small fraction of salt but 
under the intense sun evaporation 
is so rapid that the salt is deposited 
and accumulates in the soil. This 
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poisons, useful crops, with the ex- 
cepiign of the date palm, which 
‘ust ignores salt and fresh water 
coming uf throngh this salted soil 
hecomes salted in turn and useless 
ior drinking or irrigation. 

Isracli scientists are tryiig to 
discover a method of sweeting this 
caléed water and one method they 
dre trying is to cover the brackish 
soil with sheet nylon in the form 
of furrows. The sun’s rays evapor- 
water through the nylon 
and condence it on the colder top 
tsurface of the material. The water 
then into the furrows and 
can have fresh soil and

The are 
suggesting that tiny flakes of ny- 
lon should be used to-float on and 
cover the surface of a reservoir 
to prevent evaporation for nylon 
can be used é¢ ther to produce or 
retard evaporation, [n the first case 
the transparent sheeting admits the 
heat rays, but in the second, the 
granules of nylon being pure white 
and opaque, they reflect the heat 
rays of the sun and so prevent 
from .reservoirs, “All 
this is just to show you what you 
can do with the desert when you 
show ‘some scientific imagination,” 
Calder.

Welsh Words 


Of the Wels RE alphabet: the let- 
tere that seem to be difficult of 
pronunciation are in reality not so. 
The dd-that presents itself so fre- 
quently is soft as th in thou; f is 
ke the English v; h has the sate 
power as in the English “hand”; 
ng as the ng in “long”; cg and th 
are hard as in the English words 


‘caty’ “dog,” and “thin.” The re- 
maining letters have the same 


power as they have in English, with 
the exception of two, which offer 
a slight difficulty in their pronun- 
éiation by an English tongue, Thése 
are the gutteral ch and the aspirate 
ll, The names of two stations on the 
South Wales Railway illustrate the 
sound (Longher or Locher, and 
Lianelly), and it is amusing to lis- 
ten to the remarks and the humor- 
ous manner with which the peas- 
ants hear the guards murder “the 
Queen's Welsh.” There are ao 
sounds in our language equivalent 
to these of ch and Il, but most of 
cur readers will be able to enounce 


them when they are informed that. 


the former has .the same sound as 
ch in the Scotch “loch” (a word 
with which all are familiar) and 
that the latter expresses the sound 
of the Italian gl, or the aspirated Il 
of the Spanish. 

Having mastered these letters—a 
work of little labor—there will be 
no difficulty in learning to read 
‘Welsh, which is  incomparably 


easier than English or French, from
